Hell is paved with good 
intentions. 

How did wo come to bo a militarist? Blacksliiit 
was born ono idle Tuesday afternoon not long after 
the Christmas holidays. We wore dallying around 
tho Dally office, uttering impious remarks onent the 
S.r.M., that highly touted mntual admiration society, 
organised for the diffusion of tepid twaddle. The 
I<'eature Editor hurried in displaying unmietakahle 
signs of tho frenzy peculiar to Daily editors when 
abort of copy.

Vour Pacifist is a neurotic conceived out of postwar 
hysteria. Your (mo MlliUrist is a man Justly dis- 
contented with his squalid peacetime lot, and there- 
fore ripo for any mischief. Your Fascist is a realist 
who lias suffered under the incompetency of democ- 
racy, and who believes that peace today la simply 
a conspiracy ^o maintain the glaring injustices ot 
the Treaty of Versailles. Your Humanitarian is a 
mlsguideil mcddlor In other people's affairs, and his 
meddling Is definitely harmful, Oscar Wilde sagely 
iMitd: "j'Jillanihroplc eople Jose all sense of hunrum- 
liy. It Is their distinguishing characteristic." Tour 
Communist bases peace on material weilbeing, wlilch 
produces spiritual weilbeing; but Russia has not 
proven that Communlsn can provide the true family 
relatloniihip on which all weilbeing must be founded. 

The Great War left behind a group of neurotics 
who created the Peace Movement, whicti strives to 
convince people that another war will mean the end 
of clvlliutlon, and by coplouj evidence of rearma- 
ment and by childish cartoons rouses general hysteria. 
In England this fear has turned In the pmctlca] 
direction of defence. In this country It vents itself 
m niuiihy mouthlngs. In neither w.iy can pacifism 
be achieved. That is why we claim the Peace Movc-

Students^ Society

•VESTERDAY at the meeting of the 
* Students' Society the report of the 
Committee investigating the Athletics 
;Board was presented. The report was 
read and then the meeting was thrown 
.open to the students. In the course of the 
«nsuing discussion two important facts 
'were stressed. In the first place some 
, members of the Students' Society claimed 
that too much money was. spent on Inter- 
collegiate athletics. In the second place 
it was stated that certain members of the 
Students' Society felt that there was not 
enough student control of the annual fee 
paid by the students for the maintenance 
of athletics at McGill. Several of the 
speakers were in favour of remedying the 
situation by strong measures to be taken 
immediately, but it was pointed out that as 
there was not a quorum present it was 
impossible to make any motion, it was 
suggested that those interested in any 
changes should reduce their ideas to writ- 
ing, draft a motion, and call a meeting of 
the Students' Society. 

Granted, there are a number of things 
at McGiU crj'ing for change. These changes 
cannot be made overnight. They can, how- 
ever, be made in a constitutional manner 
and if they are definite necessities they will 
be made. But they will have to be made 
by the Students. It is too late in the 
season to call a meeting of the Students' 
Society this year, but it would be a good 
thing if the meeting which took place yes- 
terday was >kcpt in mind and acted uijon 
when wc reas-seniblc nex*. fall.

Voa tee what wo mean wlirn we Nay that the I'eace 
Movement does not, can not with such methods, 
aclilevo the result for which it is Bt^i^'ing. 

Exciting a i>Pople'a hyflcna Is the vicious virtue i 
of demagogues and pacifists. Appealing to their 
TRUE emotions is the way to success. Give a man 
a sufficient income so that he can marr)', acquire a 
home and children, and settle down, and you give 
liim a true idtal for which to IIvp, not a false ideal 
for which to die. Our friends the Trench Canadians, 
who refused to leave their farms and families to 
die in gory glory, aptly illustrate our point. In 
their cose emotion and common sense were one and 
thp taiiic, i/ut common t- ii^'- too common for the 
high and mighty pacififcln lo use.

This policy Is again enunciated In tho program 
of tho Communist Internationai pago T7. We read 
here tho manner in which Communism Inlonda to 
form the "United Ifront": "by .securing predominant 
■«riuences in the broad mas» proletarian organiza- 
tions, trade unions, factory coininlttees. co-operative 
soclolics, sport organisations, cultural organisations, 
etc. , . . the masses of the urban and the rural poor, 
over (ho lower strata of the intelligentsia and over 
the "little man"." 

It is the intention ot the Communist Parly to 
lead (he masses, gradually, to revolution by means 
of the United Front (ttctl<à. Again wo quote from 
the progrnnt, pages 80 and 81: "The Communist 
parly must advance pardal slogans und demands that 
correspond to the everyday needs of tho toilers. 
Unking them up with tho fundaraonlal tasks of the 
Communist International ... Tho party utilises their 
minor, everyday needs as a starting point from which 
to lead tho maaaea to tho raTolutlonary stnigglo for 
power." 

The aims of the Party are not affected by tho 
change in tactics. It remains materialistic, merci- 
less and dictatorial. Wo quote from D. 25. Manullsky 
in the "Work of tho Seventh Congress", page CO: 
"Only downright scoundrels and hopeless Idlota can 
think that by moans of tho United Front tactics 
Communism I's capitulating to Social Democracy." 

Tho whole attitude of the Communist Party in 
America can be Judged by tho editorial comments of 
the Sunday Worker, Nov. '22, 1030 regarding tho 
Presidential election in the United States. We see 
here the slronge sight ot condemnation of frankness 
and honesty, by the official Communist Party organ; 

"In contrast with the Communist Porty, which 
recognized that the fight for Socialism was in- 
separably with the fight .igsinsl roacUon In the lOnii 
olecilons ... the Socialist party incorrectly declared 
that the Immediate Issue In the campaign was that of 
Socialism versus Capitalism". Much more satis- 
factory, it finds. Is Its own method cf deception. Tho 
same article continues: 

"Aa a result of its election policies the inHuencc 
of tho Communist party in the trade unions, in the 
ranks of tho Progrcshlvef, among tho I'-arnier-I^bor- 
Ites 1.1 greater tlmn over before. Wo h:ivo been and 
will continu to bo an active force, turtherinj the 
differentiation among the masses, advancing the 
movement toward a Karmer.Labor Party," 

But enough of «uolallons, for our tafk is nearly 
done. Tho research necessary for thc.so articles, 
scanty though it may l)e, has consumed most ot the 
Christmas vocation» We would close with this slight 
admonition. i- 

Loam ex;ic'tly vliat Coppiunlsm is before you] 
lend It your sympalliy. Do not accept credulously 
the word of people who would make Communism and 
Social Justice synonymous terms. Be careful ot 
"^Vnti-Fascist" organizations for by Fascism tho 
party meana anything that is anti-L'ommun'.s!. 
Finally, be scepticn!. Majiy Utopias have been 
planned In tho past, and always they were found 
to contain some fatal flaw, ^'erhaps the Communists, 
also, have feet of clay.
